The govern- 
ment, it is said, has been unable properly’ to protect our 
boundaries so that many immigrants, denied admission by 
law, have come in from Canada and Mexico. In fact 
wholesale smuggling of immigrants has been charged by 
those in favor of a more drastic law. They declare that 
the way, to handle the situation is to tighten the lines on 
immigration from other parts of the western hemisphere.
